
HELD UP BK BOY ROBBEBS,
Little Lena Anderson Beaten and

Plundered by a Gang of
Five Young Toughs.

They Sprang Upon Her from a Door¬
way on Avenue C and Rifled

Her Pockets.

THREE OF THEM UNDER ARREST.

Six-Year-Old Eva Halpin Saw the Assault
and Screamed for Help.Viewed

the Theft as a Huge
Joke.

Three boys, whose ages range from thir¬
teen to sixteen years, were prisoners in Es-
eex Market Court yesterday on the charge
of having held up and robbed a little girl
In Avenue G, near Fourteenth street.
The robbery took place at 7 o'clock Mon¬

day night. The victim of the young thieves
was Lena Anderson, fifteen years old, who

nue toward the corner of Fourteenth
street.
Policeman Scifford, of the East Houston

Street Station, appeared just in time to
see the direction In which they ran. He
caught the negro boy, who proved to
be George Greene, sixteen years old, of
No. 038 East Fourteenth street- After
turning the negro over to a brother officer
Scifford arrested Martin Burrian, four¬
teen years old, of No. 223 Avenue C, and
William Nieburg, thirteen years old, of No.
628 East Fourteenth street. Both the boys
were found hiding in a doorway in East
Fourteenth street. A search was made for
the other two boys, but they could not
be found, and their companions refused
to toll who they were.

VIEWED AS A HUGE JOKE.
Lena was taken along to the station

house, where she told the story of the
robbery, after which she was sent home.
The boys were searched, but no moneywas found in their pockets. They were
sent to the rooms of the Gerry Society.They took their arrest very coolly, and
seemed to think the whole thing was a
huge joke.
When arraigned before Magistrate Kud-

llch yesterday, Lawyer Mark Alter ap¬peared for the boys, and at his request they
were remanded until to-day for examina¬
tion. Lena was In court and exhibited her
torn clothes and a bruised arm as evidenceof the rough treatment she had received.Eva Halpin, who was also in court, and
who knows all the boys by sight, told the
police that the same gang of yourig toughshad tried to hold up a young man on the
corner a short time before the Anderson
girl appeared.

She was held up by a gang of boys on A venue 0, near Fourteenth street, and robbea
her week's earnings. Two of the alleged assailants were arrested.

lives with her parents at No. 638 East
Ninth street. She is employed in Wicke's
cigar box factory, at Thirty-first street and
First avenue, and when going to her home
at night is generally accompanied by Annie
Myers, a girl of her own age, who works
with her and lives in Fourteenth street,
near Avenue C. The two girls always sep¬
arated at this corner, and Lena would walk
down Avenue C to her home.
The girls were paid Monday night, Lena's

wages being $1.76. This she had in an en¬
velope in her pcicet. When the two girls
reached the Fourteenth street corner they
stood talking for a few moments, then An¬
nie started on her way home. Avenue C
is very narrow qud badly lighted at this
point, and there were few people in the
street at that time,

THIS TIJIEVES SUIUtOUND IIEU.
Lena had walked only a few feet along

tjie west side of Avenue C when five boys
jumped out of a doorway and surrounded
her. Without a word one of them, a negro,
caught her by the arm and tried to trip
her with his fpot. The girl began to
scream for help, and fought with the boys
i}ntil one of them struck her in the side
with his list, while another got behind
her and Put his arms around her neck
and face so as to smother her cries. The
girl sank to a sitting posture, and while
two of the boys held her another put
his hand in her pocket and got the
envelope containing the money.
The robbery was witnessed by six-year-old

Eva Halpin, of No. 228 Avenue C, who
Bet up a great cry when she realized what
was going on. As soon as the money
was secured the boys ran across the ave-

and then ran away. Burrain and Nieburg
told Policeman Seifford that Greene was
the "leader of the gang." He was the
only one, they said, who knew that Lena
Anderson reoeived her wages Monday night,
and he planned the robbery. Although
they had known Greene for over a yt>ar
and knew that he had planned similar rob¬
beries, this was the only ope, they said, in
which they had assisted.
Burrain has been known to the police

for five years as a thoroughly bad boy.
He lost one of his eyes three years ago
while escaping from a plumbing shop,
where lie had stolen a piece of lead pipe.
Soon after his arrest he asked Officer Scif-
ford:
"How much will I get if I tell the truth?"
All the boys denied having taken the

money, but did not deny that they had
helped hold Lena while another boy com¬
mitted the robbery.
Lena said she knew Greene by sight, apd

on two previous occasions he had tried to
stop her in the street.
The police were still searching yesterday

for the other two boys implicated iu the
robbery. They are convinced that the boys
arrested are members of an organized gang
of young toughs who have been robbing
children the past few months.

THE DOSE NOT GREATLY RELISHED.

Resolution Upholding the Monroe Doc¬
trine, but Setting Forth the Horrors

of War.Inauguration of Griggs
Next Tuesday.

Trenton, N. J., Jan.^14..The One Hundred
and Twentieth Legislature of New Jersey
was organized at 3 o'clock this afternoon.
In both chambers floral pieces adorned the
desks of the members. The Senate organ¬
ized by the election of Lewis T. Thompson,
of Somerset County, President, and Henry
B. Rollluson, of Union, Secretary. The
Democratic candidates against them were

Richard S. Kubl, of Hunterdon, for Presi¬
dent, and George W. Dunham, of the same

county, for Secretary.
In taking the chair Mr. Thompson prom¬

ised that the Legislature would follow a

policy of economy and reform. He advo¬
cated abolishing the fee system and plac¬
ing State officials on salaries.
Seventeen bills were introduced. Among

thpm were two by Senator Kuhl, Democrat,
of Hunterdon,/providing for the abolition of
the fees in the offices of the Clerks in Chan¬
cery and of the Supreme Court, and plac¬
ing those officials on a salary of $0,000 per
year. The Democrats introduced these bills
for the purpose of placing the Republicans
on record. The Republicans always advo¬
cated salaries for these offices, but now that
they are about to pass into their hands
many of them have become lukewarm upon

WIFE'S PLEA SAVED HIM.
Mrs. Arthur Williams Begs Mercy for Her

Husband, Who Attempted
to Murder Her.

After having been saved from a violent
death by her nine-year-old son and though
her head was still bound in the bandages
which concealed the deep wounds inflicted
by her husband, Mrs. Arthur Williams plead¬
ed so fervently for mercy for the man who
had tried to take her life that Magistrate
Mott set him free in the Yorkville Police
Court yesterday.
Mrs. Williams lives with her husband,

who }g a bricklayer, at 68 Columbus avenue.
They have one son, Charles, nine years old.
Williams is insanely jealous of his wife, and
when he is under the influence of liquor.
which is not Infrequent.he often beats her
cruelly. On New Year's Day Williams came
home njuch the worse for liquor, a_nd at¬
tacked his wife. He gave her a severe beat¬
ing and wound up by threatening to cut her
throat. As he was sharpening a knife, with
which he said he Intended to carrry out his
threat, she escaped by jumping from the
window of the flat. She was not much
hurt and was sheltered by the neighborsthe rest of the night.
Monday night Williams went home drunk

and charged his wife with being unfaithful.
He selzeq a carving knife and tried to stab
her. She fled from him and he chased
her through the flat, striking at her when¬
ever he could get near enough. He had in¬
flicted two deep gashes on her head, when
his son, Charles, came to the rescue, and
clinging to his father's arms, managed to
get the knife away from his. Then the
mother and the son fled to the street.
Patrolman Anderson, of the West Sixty-
eighth Street Station, heard Mrs. Williams's
story, and after a tight with the desperate
man arrested him.
Yesterday when Williams was arraigned

in the Yorkville Court, Mrs. Will-
lams refused to testify against him, and
with tears running down her cheeks begged
for mercy for her assailant, who, she said,
"was a good man, except for a little drink."
As there was 110 other evidence against
Williams, Magistrate Mott was forced to
discharge him.

MARSHAL HEALEY DENIES IT.

Says That He Does Not Permit Fees for

Notary Service.
A number of men who have been licensed

as steamship runners have recently com¬

plained that the Mayor's Marshal's oflice
taxed them an additional 25 cents for
notary services, which was never charged
under the Tammany Administration. They
also complained that they were obliged to
urchase new badges, notwithstanding they
ad badges already. Marshal Healey, who
was appointed by Mayor Strong, had this
to say about it yesterday:
"I believe that shortly after I took charge

of this oflice my attention was called to the
fact that notary fees were charged. I told
my men that the practice must be stopped.I did not charge any fees for my notary ser¬
vices and did not think any gne in the office
should do so. Since then no notary fees
have been charged, at least not to myknowledge.
"Certain classes of licenses require that a

bond be furnished. This bond has to be at¬
tested by a notary. Legally the notaries in
this oflice could charge the customary fee
for their services, but being officials of the
city government I considered that when
they acted as notaries in connection with
their duties In this office, no fee should be
exacted. If permitted it might lead to
abuse.
"The practices of this office are always

open for public investigation. I keep the
records so that any citizen can come here
and see that the business of the oflice is
conducted honestly. I am always willing
to rigidly investigate complaints, and if
abuses exist I will spee<Jlly eradicate them."

HOLD UP THE MILK SUPPLY.

Board of Health Arrange to Amend the
Sanitary Code.

The Board of Health took the milk-pro¬
ducing cow by tha horns at Its meeting yes¬
terday. President Wilson offered this
amendment to the Sanitary Code:
"No milk shall be received, held, kept, of¬

fered for sale or delivered at any place In
the city of New York without a permit in
writing from the Board ot Health and sub¬
ject to the conditions thereof."
The resolution went over under the rule

until next Tuesday. President Wilson said
the Health Board had got through joking
With milkmen who fed their cows distillery
slops and water their milk, and with this
addition to the code the adulteration of milk
in New York will soon be unknown.
There are 6,41)3 stores in this city where

milk Is sold, the daily sales of which
amount to 191,640 gallons. The greater part
of this milk comes from this State and New
Jersey. Dr. Ernest J. Lederle, assistant
chemist to the Board, has been investigat¬
ing In New Jersey and has found many
dairies where swill from this city is fed to
cows He was accompanied by Dr. W. W.
Varlck, of the Hudson Connty Board of
Health, who will co-operate to stop the
abuse.

Sent Him Obscene Postal Cards.
Edward Klein, of No. 460 Pearl street,

was arraigned in the Centre Street Police
Court yesterday, charged with sending
threatening and obscene postal cards to
Inspector Metzger of the elevated road.
Klein was transferred to the custody of
Anthony Comstock, who took hjm before
Commissioner Alexander. He way held in
$1,000 bail. Two years ago Klein was an
"L road guard and was discharged at the
Instance of Metzger. At frequent intervals
since then he has annoyed the inspector in
the manner stated.

Referee Guernsey Has Not Be¬
gun Inquiry into the Child-

Flogger's Acts.

The White Plains Public Demands
the Superintendent's Indictment

for Cruelty Now.

ESSER'S INDEPENDENT INVESTIGATION

The Superintendent of Poor Is Gathering
Facts About the Use of Chains and

Cat-o'-Nine Tails in the Destitute
Children's Home.

White Plains, Jan. 14..Judge Daniel
Guernsey, of Poughkeepsle, who has been
appointed by Justice Dykman to act as
referee in the taking of testimony as to
cruelty practised upon boysc and girls com¬
mitted to the care of the Westchester
Temporary Home for Indigent Children,
of which James W. Pierce is superintend¬
ent, says that he will not be ready to
start the investigation for several days.

It is thought by him that as Harry
Weeks, the abuse of whom led to the ex¬
posures, is free, and as representatives of
the State Charity Association recently vis¬
ited the institution, questioned all the In¬
mates, and established the fact that th*.
children had been cruelly treated, and
that irons aud chains must go, there is
no need of Judge Guernsey acting at
once. Residents of this place appear to
have the Idea that because the referee
was appointed on motion of counsel foi
the managers of the home an attempt is
to be made to bring in a report exonerat¬
ing the superintendent aud thus sanction¬
ing the past conduct of the managers.
A strong sentiment exists here opposed

to waiting for the report of any one, and
in favor of urging Superintendent Pierce's
indictment by the Grand Jury. People who
voice this sentiment aver tbat the only way
to bring about necessary reforms at the
Home is first to remove Pierce. This can
only be brought about by the /nanagers of
the Home or by his conviction by a compe¬
tent court. As the managers wont act,
they think the criminal court ought to be
asked to do so. District-Attorney Andrews
admitted that he had heard talk of having
the matter presented to the Grand jury,
but it had not come bpfore him officially.
The committee of investigation appointed

by the Board of Supervisors held 110 meet¬
ing to-day, the chairman, Supervisor Ell-
wood Carpenter, being absent. Supervisor
Lent, of tlie committee, said that the com¬
mittee will get to work as soon as possible.
Superintendent of the Poor Esser, who
started an independent investigation, said
to-day that he was quietly gathering facts
and acting in conjunction with the State
society. He is confident that with all the
forces at work Superintendent Pierce in
the end will get his Just deserts, be they
good or evil.

PREYED ON THE CHARITABLE.

Young Girl Arrested for Securing Money
by a False Story of

Suffering.
Annie, the fifteen-year-old daughter of

Philip Gramphrey, of No. 11 Montgomery
avenue, New Brighton, Staten Island, was

arrested yesterday for soliciting aid for an

alleged destftute family.
The girl, who Is quite prepossessing In

appearance, visited a number of houses in
Clifton on Monday and received consider¬
able money for a family whici} she said
was poor. She again visited the same lo¬
cality the following day and told the same

story. On Investigating her tale It was
found to be untrue.
The mattter was reported to the police,

who took her into custody. She is well-
known to the police. Last Summer she
stole a valuable diamond ring from her
father, came to this city ami pawned it,
and spent the money in visiting places of
amusement. She was held for examination.

WILLIAM F..LENNON ON TRIAL.

Charged with Being Responsible for the
Orchard Street Disaster Last March.

The Orchard street disaster was recalled
yesterday when William F, Lennon was

placed on trial before Justice Smyth, in
the Criminal Branch of the Supreme Court.
He is charged with manslaughter in the
second degree. Lennon was the owner of
the building in course of construction at
Nos. 151 to 157 Orchard street, which col¬
lapsed during a heavy gale 011 March 1
last, killing live people and injuring ten
others. Lennon is represented by Lawyer
David M. Neuberger.
Timothy J. Ornisby, an ex-inspector in

the Building Department, and John Gieayes
and Peter Combs, the contractors for the
building, are also under indictment. The
prosecution will contend that the disaster
was caused by the use of cheap building
material. Six jurors were sworn during
the day and the taking of testimony will
begin this afternoon.

DR. PARKHURSTAND SALOONS.

The Clergyman as Opposed as Ever to
Their Being Open Sundays.

Rochester, N. Y., Jan. 14..Dr. Charles
H. Parkhurat, who Is to lecture here In a
few days, Is Indignant at a story which
had gained some circulation that he had
declared himself in favor of saloons being
open on Sunday in some circumstances.
He was asked as to the truth of the state¬
ment and replied as follows in a letter ad¬
dressed to the Rev. J. McElhanny, of this
city:
"In reply to your note I would like to

say that I have not advocated open
saloons on Sunday and did not vote with
the Excise Committee of the Chamber of
Commerce to refer the question of arbitra¬
ment to the people."
